in

department,

vored contractors succeed in obtaining secret 
information as to the real nature of the 
work which these misleading estimates cover. 
They are thus enabled to put in unbalanced 
bills at figures which result in largo prnius to 
them and serious losses to the city. The ex- 
traordinary naturo of these bids may bo 
inmjrlnod wlieu it is known that the ds- 
partmeut of public works is now paying 
on contracts still iu toreo nil the way 
from 1 cent to S3 per cubic yard for ex- 
actly tho samo kind of excavation. Honest 
contractors aro driven out of the Hold by the 
ring men who put in unbalanced bids. These 
outrageous street contracts result iu the vaca- 
tion ot ussossineutd on an extensive scale, 
tin-owing tho whole burden of expenditure 
ou the city. 


By the vacation of assessments resulting 


from these abuses, the municipal treasury has 
suffered to the extent of millions of dollars In 
the last feiv yearn. The method is nbsolutoly 
simplo. Street opening or a sower, for exam- 
ple, will require excavation—so much in rock, 
and so much inearth. The engineer states ap- 
proximately the amount of each, and bids 
are invited. An outsido contractor makes a 
straightforward bid, ullowine him a fair 
pront ou oach. Au iusido contractor makes 
a bid considerably higher on ono and very 
much lower ou the other, resulUiiK in tho 
lower average. 
Ho thus gets the con- 


tract. 
Thou it mysteriously 
lurus out 


that the work on which lie mado nu un- 
re«sonably high bid a far more; the en- 
jtiuew'.') deceptive estimate uud tho con- 
tractor's secret knowledge of tho real facts 
work together, aud tho unbalanced bid be- 
comes as thorough a pieco of burglary as if 
the city treasury had been pried open with u 
jimmy.
